It Is nothing less than astonish­ 
ing to note the belated activities 
of the “wets" in 
locking 
the 
door after the horse is stolen. 
Both parties in New York, and 
scattered political organizations 
elsewhere, as well as all sorts 
of non political bodies over the 
' country, have declared 
them­ 
selves vociferously against na­ 
tional 
prohibition 
and 
have 
pledged themselves 
to 
oppose 
any candidate favoring it. They 
demand all sorts of unconstitu­ 
tional 
non-enforcement 
laws, 
and protest that the Eighteenth 
Amendment is an invasion of the 
“reserved rights of the states.” 
W herefore 
they 
demand that 
the states shall 
d jjest 
them­ 
selves of the most important of 
those reserved rights, the right 
to a voice in amending the Con­ 
stitution, and shall surrender it 
instead to the concentrated vote 
of a few big cities 
which, 
if 
they are nearly unanimous on 
anything, could easily determine 
a nation-wide popular majority. 
Speech being free, there can 
be no objection to these ulula­ 
tions. 
But why so late? 
The 
thing is 
done, now, and 
no 
amount of mere noise can undo 
it. There is only one way to un­ 
do it, and that is to induce two- 
thirds of the members <of both 
houses of Congress to submit, 
and the legislatures 
of 
three- 
fourths of the states to ratify an 
amendment 
repealing 
the 
Eighteenth 
Amendment. 
One- 
third of 
either house of Con­ 
gress, or 
either house of 
one- 
fourth of the legislatures, can 
prevent any such action. 
And 
since a great many more than 
one-third 
of 
the 
congressmen 
represent districts 
which 
are 
fixedly dry, and since a great 
many more than one-fourth of 
the states are determinedly dry, 
in law and in public sentiment, 
the thing simply can not 
be 
done, 
no 
m atter 
how 
many 
"w ets” may be elected by good 
politics, in wet or partly wet lo­ 
calities.

small minority of 
the people of the United States, 
properly distributed, now have 
the power to keep the United 
States dry forever. 
The majori­ 
ty, to be sure, are also on the 
same side.

H igh up on a hill overlooking a harbor where great ocean liners 
nose in from the Pacific, lives the Suicide Lady of Robe. Her 
real name is Mrs. Jo, or Jo-San, aa she is respectfully called by the 
Japanese and foreigners who know her. It was only during the 
past year that Jo-San became the Suicide Lady. Her husband 
was a Christian pastor. For sixteen years after his death, Jo-San 
worked na a Bible woman among he - people, opening her home 
to those who were in distress and her heart to all whose lives she 
touched. 
H er evolution into the Suicide Lady concerns a certain rail­ 
road crossing at Suma and a bad Japanese tendency to cut the 
skeins of life instead of trying to untangle them.

Alaskans,

uation by supplying the country with 
wood pulp, and hoping that a num­ 
ber of the big publishers will get to­ 
gether and decide 
to 
manufacture 
their cwn paper and do it in Alaska. 
There is only one difficulty in the 
v ay. end it could easily be removed 
if Congress were persuaded to force 
an inquiry into the 
causes 
why 
Alaska’s resources are under 
lock 
and key. A superficial Investigation 
j would disclose illim itable forests in 
I Alaska, known to be virtually worth- 
j less for any other purpose than pulp, 
'the opening of which for useful pur­ 
poses would end 
a 
considerable 
number of bureaucratic sinecures. 
Aside from that calamity no con­ 
ceivable harm could result, but 
on 
the contrary 
immense 
benefits 
to 
everybody else. 
Indeed, there is no 
objection from any source to reliev­ 
ing the pulp needs of 
the 
country 
save from the jobholders only. Citi­ 
zens of the States not familiar with 
bureaucratic 
administration 
in 
Alaska would be apt to regard the

—two outstanding m ilitary 
figures 
and a civilian, the latter a graduate 
I of an Am erican college.

launch his cam paign. 
The other two 
J candidates have had their boom un­ 
der way. in a heated fashion, for sev­ 
eral weeks.

Mexico is in the m idst of a presi­ 
dential year and M exico, you m ay be 
sure, is aw are of the fact.

But there’s a radical difference in 
the Anglo-Saxon and Latin m ethods 
of conducting political cam paigns— 
herein lies the distinction betw een 
party politics and personal politics.
